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NEW SURGERY IS 
THE IDEAL TONIC

TOTTENHAM Hale residents 
have been given a tonic after it 
was announced a new doctor’s 
surgery is to open as a remedy 
for a severe shortage of GPs’ 
practices in the area. 

It is the culmination of months 
of lobbying by Haringey Council 
and the borough’s health service 
providers and health watchdog to 
persuade the NHS to fund a 
new practice. 

It follows a study by Healthwatch 
Haringey earlier this year showing 
that GP provision in the east of the 


borough, especially Tottenham Hale, 
was overstretched because there was 
an insufficient number of practices 
for the population. 

A delegation of residents had 
raised the issue with the borough’s 
health and well-being board - the 
body on which the council’s adult 
and children services and the direc¬ 
tor of public health sit, along with 
the NHS Clinical Commissioning 
Group and Healthwatch Haringey. 

It put pressure on NHS England to 
set up a group tasked with coming 
up with a solution. 

The practice is scheduled to open 
next year, with more than 1,800 reg¬ 
istered patients. 


Peter Morton, the council’s cabinet 
member for health and well-being, 
said: “This announcement is great 
news for Tottenham Hale residents. 

“I’m delighted the NHS has 
agreed with us on the merits of fund¬ 
ing this new practice and I praise the 
hard work of all those in the task and 
finish group who have helped to 
make this happen.” 

Mike Wilson, director of Haringey 
Healthwatch, said he was pleased 
that there had been a “positive 
outcome” and thanked residents’ 
associations for their “tireless 
efforts” in highlighting the problems 
of access to a GP in the Tottenham 
Hale area.

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Digital move prompts fears of 
museum cutbacks

CAMPAIGNERS fear council plans for a radical 
overhaul of Enfield archives and museum will 
lead to job losses and cuts to services. 

The council is running a consultation over the 
future of the collection and campaigners say the 
museum, based at the Dugdale Centre, in London 
Road, Enfield Town, could lose its accreditation 
status and become ineligible for Heritage Lottery 
Fund grants. 

According to council figures, the local studies 
centre attracted 2,761 visitors last year, as well as 
1,528 telephone and email enquiries. 

Enfield Council is proposing to scan the 
archives and reduce access to the collection to 
appointment only “to help us better manage pub¬ 
lic demand and create capacity to focus on the 
digitisation of local study resources”. 

Plans to create an online archive “will be an 
exciting and user-friendly online tool”, says the 
local authority. 

It is also proposed to move all the museum exhi¬ 
bition space from the ground floor to the first 
floor, which currently houses the permanent dis¬ 
plays. 

The Enfield Society’s chairman Dave Cockle 
has written to its 2,000 members about concerns. 

He said: “Though presented as ‘more efficient 
and cost effective’ and ‘increasing access to the 
heritage resources’, these are really cuts in the ser¬ 
vices provided.” 

Mr Cockle said the proposal to scan items to 
make them available all the time was “mislead¬ 
ing. 

He said: “It would take many years and millions 
of pounds to scan all the centre’s resources.” 


He told society members: “The form asks you 
whether digitisation of the resources would be of 
benefit to you, but it seems that the only possible 
answer is ‘Don’t know’ because nobody knows 
what few resources might be available or when.” 

He said the moves were likely to lead to signifi¬ 
cant job cuts from the current five. 

Former councillor Ingrid Cranfield contributed 
items to a World War 1 exhibition at the museum 
and has set up a petition about the proposals 
online at www.change.org/p/enfield-councillors- 
save-en field-museum -and-arch i ves 

She said: “Once the archives are not accessible 
any more and once the museum is moved upstairs, 
there’s no bringing it back. 

“The cost of the current service is actually very 
low. It is nothing compared with the loss of 
amenities. Digitising would cost millions and 
would take forever. 

“There is no substitute for physical contact with 
the items in the archives.” 

The consultation deadline is scheduled for Sun¬ 
day, October 18.

Hamdi Jiumale, 25, of Linnet Close, Edmonton, 
was discovered by London Ambulance Service 
medics in Gainsborough House, on the Ayley Croft 
estate, just after 9pm on September 17. 

She was pronounced dead at the scene. Police 
believe she was beaten to death. The cause of death 
was given as multiple injuries. 


Walid Ibrahim, 34, of Church Street, Edmonton, 
and two women - Kiinse Aidid, 21, of East Ham, east 
London, and Macdalena Agathine, 21, of no fixed 
address - appeared at Highbury Corner Magistrates’ 
Court on September 23 charged with murder, and are 
due to appear at the Old Bailey on December 11 for a 
plea and case management hearing. 

Three men, aged 25, 26 and 30, have been released 
on police bail pending further inquiries to a date in 
early November.

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Shop owner hits out 
at town centre plans

A BUSINESS owner has spoken out 
against the council’s latest plans to 
manage the borough’s town centres. 

After it was announced earlier this 
year that the local authority would no 
longer be funding the Enfield Busi¬ 
nesses and Retailers Association and 
would instead be setting up an in-house 
operation to manage town centres, 
businesses have been waiting to hear 
what the new plans would involve. 

At a meeting in the Dugdale Centre, 
in London Road, Enfield, on Monday 
night, Alan Sitkin, cabinet member for 
business and regeneration, outlined the 
introduction of a system which will 
“cut out the intermediary” to allow 
businesses to contact the council 
directly through a dedicated website 
portal as well as through social media. 

Speaking to the Advertiser, Mr Sitkin 
said the new system came about after 
cuts to the local government grant had 
left the authority unable to fund EBRA. 

“With the new website portal and 
direct email accounts, business owners 
can come straight to us without any 
need for an intermediary,” he said.. 

“Town centres are a very different 
place to ten years ago. Everyone has an 
email address now days. People are 
much more IT literate, so there is not 
the same need for face-to-face contact.” 


However, Erdal Mehmet, who 
owns jewellers G Mantella, in Church 
Street, Enfield, said that it was this 
very loss which businesses would feel 
most keenly. 

“I am disappointed for the people 
who were employed by EBRA because 
they lost their jobs and also because 
this new system means we lose the per¬ 
sonal touch,” he said. 

“With EBRA there was always 
someone in between you and the coun¬ 
cil, which we liked.” 

Mr Mehmet said the potential con¬ 
flict of interest with the council repre¬ 
senting its own interests while trying 


to accommodate the business commu¬ 
nity worried him. 

“The biggest concern for me at the 
moment are the proposals for Cycle 
Enfield, which will see cars banned 
from passing along Church Street,” he 
said. “Is the council really going to lis¬ 
ten to our concerns if it is simultane¬ 
ously trying to push the plans through?” 

But Mr Sitkin insisted there was no 
conflict of interest. 

“We are duty bound to represent all 
of our constituents and the business 
community are important constituents, 
but equally so are the vulnerable, the 
elderly, residents - everyone,” he added. 


Former MP takes charge 
of Tory mayor campaign 


FORMER MP Nick de Bois is at the 
helm of the Conservatives’ bid to get 
Zac Goldsmith elected as the next 
Mayor of London. 

Mr de Bois was the Conservative 
MP for Enfield North until he lost out 
to Labour’s Joan Ryan in May. 

He is now chairman of Mr Gold¬ 
smith’s campaign to follow Boris 
Johnson as mayor in the 2016 election. 

“Although people say there is this 
‘doughnut effect’ in London with 
Labour voters concentrated in the 
inner boroughs, we have seen in the 
past few years how London has 
changed and any mayor has to repre¬ 
sent the whole of the capital - not like 
for instance Ken Livingstone who 
was known as a zone one mayor,” Mr 
de Bois told the Advertiser. 

Mr de Bois also believes Mr Gold¬ 
smith, the current MP for Richmond, 
can overcome any problems sparked 
by a decline in the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment’s popularity between now 
and the mayoral election next May. 

“Of course, he can,” Mr de Bois 
said. “Look at his record over the 
third runway at Heathrow airport - he 
opposes the government backing of 
that. Look at his attempts to impose 
tougher rules around recalling MPs 
who have abused their positions. That 
is why he was selected with 70 per 
cent of the vote.” 

Mr Goldsmith, a descendent of the 
prominent banking family, will be 
facing Labour’s Sadiq Khan in the 
mayoral election - a battle which will 
pitch the Eton-educated MP against

the bus driver’s son who grew up on a 
council estate. 

“To use the logic that people need 
to have gone through something 
themselves to understand it is a 
flawed argument,” added Mr de Bois. 
“People who campaign for disability 
rights do not need to have a disability 
to see that currently accessing public 
transport is a nightmare for those with 
a disability in London. 

“Any MP who works with a London 
constituency will see a raft of issues 
every day. Even in Richmond an MP 
would see cases where people are 
struggling with housing issues, bat¬ 
tling extradition and all range of 
things, so to say he does not under¬ 
stand specific issues because he has 
not gone through them himself is a 
flawed argument.”

Cycle campaigners 
strike back as war 
of words heats up 

Mini-Holland supporters leaflet businesses

RESIDENTS keen to usher in an age of cycle 
safety have launched a fightback against the 
business lobby group which wants to shut down 
Enfield Council’s Cycle Enfield plans. 

After weeks which have seen Save Our Green 
Lanes posters plastered across shop fronts in 
Palmers Green and a huge leaflet and postcard 
drop throughout the area, some residents have 
launched a mission to dispel some of the myths 
they say have sprung up around the proposals to 
transform Palmers Green into a safe cycling and 
pedestrian zone. 

Adrian Lachlan, the London Cycling Cam¬ 
paign’s Enfield co-ordinator, told the 
Advertiser that after the series of meetings organ¬ 
ised by Enfield Southgate MP David Burrowes, 
at which the overwhelming atmosphere was one 
of resistance to the plans, a group of residents 
had launched a call to arms to battle in favour of 
the plans. 

“The We Support Enfield Mini-Holland Face- 
book group now has 179 members and last week 
some residents who support having space for 
cyclists went directly into shops in Palmers 
Green High Street with our own leaflets,” said 
Mr Lachlan. 

“We have been talking to shopkeepers in 
Palmers Green and as a result a number of shop¬ 
keepers have taken down the Save Our Green 
Lanes posters.” 


Mr Lachlan added that Darren Johnson, the 
Green Party London Assembly member, who 
chairs the environment committee at City Hall, 
was due to cycle along Green Lanes last night to 
see for himself some of the danger points. 

The Guardian featured the battle for Green 
Lanes in the newspaper on Monday when 
Andrew Gilligan, the Mayor of London’s cycling 
tsar, was quoted as saying that if Enfield did not 
want the £30million it had received Transport for 
London would be happy to allocate to another 
outer London borough. 

“That is worrying,” said Mr Lachlan. “I have 
no doubt that boroughs like Walthamstow would 
jump at the chance for another £30m to improve 
their cycling infrastructure further. 

“It is a scary thought that money which will be 
spent on making the grey and unloved parks of 
Green Lanes better might be taken away from us 
because of the particularly vocal opposition of a 
few people.” 

However, Helen Osman, who is one of the 
coordinators of the Save Our Green Lanes cam¬ 
paign, says that without ample on-street parking, 
the area will die. 

She said: “Some of the shops in the area 
quizzed every one of their customers about how 
they had arrived and they found that almost 90 
per cent arrived by car.”

D AVID Cameron’s pledge 
that everyone will have 
access to a doctor from 
8am to 8pm seven days a week 
by 2020 is running into trouble. 
Evening and weekend 
appointments have been scrapped 
already in almost half of the pilot 
schemes because not enough 
patients were turning up. 

Enfield NHS Clinical 
Commissioning Group has been 
turned down twice when trying to 
get its hands on some of the 
Prime Minister’s £100million 
fund financing the scheme. 

Now a select group of GPs 
behind private company Enfield 
Healthcare Alliance - represent¬ 
ing about half our surgeries - are 
going to be paid £612,000 for a 
six-month, out-of-normal-hours 
pilot service to be operated at just 
two sites in the borough. 

Irrespective of where they live, 
patients allocated one of 15,000 
appointments available before 
March 31, 2016, will have to 
travel to either 808 Green Lanes 
or Edmonton Green. 

This strikes me as a sticking 
plaster solution to the problem in 
getting a GP appointment. What 
we surely need are more doctors, 
larger surgeries and a guarantee 
to be seen in our own surgery in 
say 48 hours. 

When I asked our CCG bosses 
how many surgeries were currently 
under-staffed, how many GPs will 
retire shortly and what they were 
doing to recruit the 84 GPs the 
Royal College of GPs says we 
need, the answer revealed little 
urgency. We deserve more 
permanent solutions to the loom¬ 
ing NHS crisis.

emotion evident in such arguments. 
The economic aspects of planning are 
one of three core strands that are 
covered, in cases necessarily in law, as 
a key element of any evidence base. 
The other two are environmental and 
social aspects. Together these three 
provide a sustainability assessment, 
there to help ensure any plan delivers 
an appropriate balance. 

Many issues can be interlinked. For 
example, any benefit to an individual 
retailer from increased parking may be 
countered by wider NHS costs from 
(general) linked air pollution and/or 
(individual) lethargy. 

I would very much encourage a full 
spectrum assessment covering all 
three standard analytical aspects is 
now followed rather than seeking to 
work with only one leg of a tripod.

The only sign on it says, “CCTV 
in operation”. 

There is nothing to indicate that 
inside is one of the most powerful bod¬ 
ies in Europe - the London Court of 
International Arbitration. 

This a private body set up by the City 
of London to settle commercial 
contract disputes, with lawyers acting 
as judges. 

Proceedings are in secret and there is 
no right of appeal. 

Government often deals with compa¬ 
nies using a “model contract” drawn up 
by the Cabinet Office. 

This contains a clause stipulating that 
disagreements should be settled by 
the LCIA. 

One wonders why the government 
does not trust its own judicial system! 

Can this be right? Perhaps a load of 
questions should be asked in many 
places about this.

A YOUNG man from Enfield who 
gave the gift of life through organ 
donation has been honoured 
posthumously. 

Michael Bovell, 22, died after he 
was hit by a train in Brimsdown in 
April 2014, since when his organs 
have been used to transform the 
lives of two kidney patients. 

His parents Kelvin and Patsy 
attended the Order of St John 
Award for Organ Donation cere¬ 
mony on Monday, run in conjunc¬ 
tion with the NHS Blood and 
Transplant organisation. 

Mr Bovell said: “Michael was 
the very definition of the word 
love. Everybody loved him, not just 
his family He was totally selfless 
and spent his life helping other 
people. We knew he wanted his 
organs donated because he said 
he’d donate every single part of his 
body to help others.” 

He added: “I’m just happy that 
he was able to give life to other 
people. That was just Michael.” 

His family set up a foundation 
in Michael’s memory to offer sup¬ 
port to teenagers and young adults 
in crisis. 

The Mycool Bovell Foundation 
uses his nickname Mycool and 
works with the King’s House - 
London’s Alive Church, in 
Pegamoid Road, Edmonton. 

Mr Bovell said: “Michael wanted 
to help other people.” 

Michael went to Brimsdown 



Primary School, in Green Street, 
and Albany School, in Bell Lane, 
before joining his father’s business 
as a tiler. 

Michael’s parents were presented 
with the special award - inscribed 
with the words, “Add life, give 
hope” - by Stephen Foakes, who is 
a member of the Order of St John 
and a Deputy Lieutenant of 
London, at the ceremony at the 
Priory Church of the Order of St 
John, in Clerkenwell. 

Mr Bovell, of Goldsdown Close, 
Brimsdown, hopes his son’s story 
will inspire other people from 
black, Asian and minority ethnic 
groups to register as organ donors. 

They are more likely to need 
an organ transplant than the rest of 
the population because they are 
more susceptible to illnesses 
including diabetes, kidney disease, 
some viral infections and heart 
disease which can lead to organ 
failure, according to NHS Blood 
and Transplant. 

The service matches organs by 
blood group and tissue type and the 
best matches lead to the best 
results. However, fewer people 
from black, Asian and minority 
ethnic groups sign up as organ 
donors. 

Sally Johnson, the director of 
organ donation and transplantation 
at NHS Blood and Transplant, said: 
“It never ceases to amaze me just 
how humble people are when you 
speak to them about having helped 
to save the lives of patients who 
were desperately ill.

“I have never spoken to a single 
person who has ever regretted their 
decision to donate.” 

Representative Deputy Lieut¬ 
enant for Enfield Ann Cable was 
particularly moved by Michael’s 
story. She said: “Organ donation 
can clearly save lives and it is also 
vitally important to say thank you 
to the families whose loved ones 
have already donated their organs 
to assist others. 


“With around three people dying 
every day due to the shortage of 
organs, these donors and their fam¬ 
ilies have carried out an inspira¬ 
tional act to help others to live. 

“We hope the example they have 
set will encourage many more to 
follow in their footsteps and agree 
to become an organ donor.”

Police officers get 
lifesaving awards

QUICK-THINKING police officers have been 
honoured with awards for saving the lives of two 
men who had suffered heart attacks. 

Constables Bernie Egan and Robin Palmer 
received Royal Humane Society awards for sav¬ 
ing the life of a young man who suffered a car¬ 
diac arrest after collapsing at the Enfield Islamic 
Centre, in High Street, Ponders End. 

They were asked for help by London Ambu¬ 
lance Service and were met by mosque leaders, 
who took them to the main prayer area where the 
man had collapsed on January 24 last year. 

The two officers took it in turns to administer 
lifesaving cardiopulmonary resuscitation breaths 
and chest compressions for 15 minutes before an 
ambulance crew arrived and took over. 

Paramedics used a defibrillator to administer a 
shock and the young man responded and showed 
signs of recovery, the award citation said. 

He was taken to the London Chest Hospital, in 
Bethnal Green, for specialist treatment. 

Enfield borough commander Jane Johnson said: 
“There is no doubt that the immediate action 
taken by Pcs Palmer and Egan provided essential 
lifesaving treatment. They demonstrated total 
professionalism in sensitive circumstances.” 

Pc Scott Read was also presented with an award 
from the Royal Humane Society by Metropolitan 
Police Commissioner Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe. 

Pc Read witnessed an accident in Hertford 
Road, in Enfield, when a car was in collision 
with a traffic island after the driver suffered a 
heart attack. 

Pc Read and his colleague Pc Chi Truong

found the man slumped in his seat with his foot 
pushed fully down on the accelerator after the 
accident on August 22 2013. 

The two officers removed the unconscious man 
from the car, discovered he was not breathing 
and had no trace of a pulse. 

They carried out chest compressions and Pc 
Truong opened the man’s airways and adminis¬ 
tered mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. 

The man stopped breathing several times as 
he was taken by ambulance to the London 
Chest Hospital and Pc Truong, who was travel¬ 
ling with him, resumed CPR at the request of 
the paramedics. 

Ms Johnson said: “This was a very difficult 
incident to manage, with the officers rendering 
first aid to this man while also dealing with the 
hazards involved in managing a road traffic acci¬ 
dent on a relatively busy road during rush hour.”

United Nations envoy pays a visit to his old school

SHUTTLE diplomacy meant a visit to 
his former Enfield school for a globe¬ 
trotting United Nations envoy.

The school’s assistant headteacher 
Mark Quinn said the students were espe¬ 
cially excited to hear Mr Moon talk 
about the UN role in Africa. 

“That work is directly relevant to their 
A level course,” he explained. 

They were interested, too, he said, in 
his views on Syria and ISIS “particularly 
given that their homework had been to 
prepare a conference on the issue”. 

“The most important thing was that 
they got to meet someone who started out 
in life just like them and has achieved so 
much in his career,” added Mr Quinn.

COUNCIL chiefs have given a luke¬ 
warm reception to the announce¬ 
ment that local authorities can keep 
business rates they generate within 
their own boroughs rather than 
returning to them to a central pot. 

In his speech at the Conservative 
Party conference in Manchester in 
Monday, Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer George Osborne said that local 
authorities would be getting new 
devolved powers enabling them to 
decide how to spend the revenue 
raised from business rates. They 
will also be given the power to lower 
rates to attract new business. 

However, Enfield Council’s busi¬ 
ness and regeneration chief Alan 
Sitkin said he was treating the 
news cautiously. 


“The devil is in the detail,” he 
said. “Under this government we 
have seen the amount of money the 
council can use on a discretionary 
basis fall from £191 million to 
£90m. We have been burned by this 
government before.” 

He added that while the council 
would be able to retain the money 
generated in Enfield, some parts of 
the capital could lose out as there 
would no longer be any redistribu¬ 
tion of business rate income gener¬ 
ated by the City of London and 
Canary Wharf. 

“Before we can celebrate I need to 
see the detail of what caveats are 
attached and we need to look more 
closely at what compensatory mech¬ 
anism will be deployed to stop some 
boroughs with a high rate of non- 
occupied businesses from losing 
out,” said Mr Sitkin.

KWoodcarver Cliff creates a 
fitting headstone for artist

AN interest in local history led keen woodcarver 
Cliff Raven to create a headstone for an 
Edmonton-based artist who was buried in a 
pauper’s grave. 

Mr Raven investigated the story of Henry 
Charles Heffer, who was born in Lambeth, in south 
London, and spent the last 30 years of his life at 61 


Sebastopol Road. He discovered that Mr Heffer, 
who died aged 83 in 1931, was buried in a grave 
without a headstone in Edmonton cemetery, in 
Church Street. 

He said: “I’m a member of the Enfield Wood¬ 
carving Club, which meets at Chace School, in 
Churchbury Road, Enfield, so I decided to make a 
more fitting memorial for his headstone.” 

The oak headstone has been treated with a var¬ 
nish to make it weatherproof and the cemetery

position it on the headstone. 

Mr Raven has been a member of the wood¬ 
carving club since 1967 after joining an evening 
class led by Victor Bukovskis at Enfield Evening 
Institute at Kingsmead School, in Southbury Road, 
Enfield. He lives in Haselbury Road, Edmonton, 
and first became interested in Mr Heffer after he 
spotted a painting of his on the internet. 

He discovered that the artist studied at Thanet 
House Academy, in Margate, Kent, before moving 
to Wimbledon, in south London, and then to 
Enfield, with his third wife Elizabeth Laura. 

The artist’s works are in the collection at Croy¬ 
don Museum and at Vestry House Museum, in 
Walthamstow, east London. 

Mr Raven added: “He lived in various addresses 
in Enfield. He lived in Ponders End initially for 
about a year and then came to Edmonton, where 
he lived in Denton Road and Chamberlain Road 
before moving to Sebastopol Road, and painted 
Edmonton scenes. He sold pictures in America 
and his wife and two daughters assisted him.” 

Records at Enfield Local Studies Library 
revealed that Mrs Heffer gave music lessons from 
the family home in Sebastopol Road before her 
death in 1937.

ANN Widdecombe’s public approval rating has 
never been higher since the once fearsome for¬ 
mer Conservative minister quit the Commons and 
remarkably ended up the nation’s sweetheart as 
a celebrity contestant on Strictly Come Dancing. 

People get to see another side to the brusque, 
no-nonsense, bossy, combative character we’ve 
all come to know and love when she shares with 
the audience amusing tales about her amazing 
life at Wyllyotts Theatre, in Darkes Lane, Potters 
Bar, on Tuesday night.

SICARIO (15,121 mins) 


F RENCH-Canadian filmmaker Denis 
Villeneuve made an impressive 
English language debut in 2013 with 
the nihilistic thriller Prisoners. 

Before he takes charge of the sequel to 
Blade Runner, the talented director dazzles 
with this edge-of-seat assault on unbitten 
nails, glimpsing America’s war on drugs 
through the eyes of a ballsy FBI agent, who 
is naive about the full extent of her gov¬ 
ernment’s covert activities. 

Sicario, which translates as hitman in 
Spanish, is tautly paced and expertly 
scripted by Taylor Sheridan, who sidesteps 
glib solutions to a complex global 
epidemic. 

Instead, he skilfully weaves together 
sinewy subplots involving morally flawed 
characters on both sides of the Mexican 
border, building up a richly detailed picture 
of the blurred lines between authorities and 
the traffickers. 

Desperation drips like rivulets of sweat 
from every expertly crafted frame and Vil¬ 
leneuve heightens our discomfort with 
thrillingly orchestrated action set pieces 
including a mesmerising finale that exposes 
sins under the cover of darkness using 
night vision and thermal imaging cameras. 

At the blackened heart of the film is a 
tour-de-force performance from British 
actress Emily Blunt, whose steely-nerved 
heroine might have to sacrifice more than 
her idealism in the crucible of machismo 
and political double-dealing. 

She plays Kate Macer, part of the FBI’s 
Special Weapons and Tactics team, at the 
forefront of the war against drugs on 
American soil. 

Flanked by her partner Reggie Wayne 


(Daniel Kaluuya), Kate storms a safe house 
and uncovers dozens of rotting corpses. 

Soon after, a government agent named 
Matt Graver (Josh Brolin) asks Kate to join 
his top-secret task force, which intends to 
cripple the cartel fronted by Rafael (Raoul 
Trujillo) from the top down. 

Haunted by the loss of men under her 
command, Kate willingly signs up and 
she heads to El Paso for her briefing, where 
she learns that she will be venturing on to 
Mexican soil. 

“What’s our objective?” asks Kate. 

“To dramatically overreact,” tartly replies 
Matt. 

A Colombian former prosecutor (Benicio 
Del Toro) with a personal vendetta joins the 
task force. 

Bullets fly and Kate’s conscience is spat¬ 
tered in blood as she witnesses first hand 
shocking brutality in violation of the laws 
she vowed to uphold. 

Sicario gradually tightens the screws 
on frayed nerves, reaching a crescendo 
with the extraction of an informant from 
Ciudad Juarez. 

“Keep an eye out for the state police. 
They’re not always the good guys,” one of 
the characters tells Kate, stoking her para¬ 
noia and ours. 

Blunt is terrific in a physically and emo¬ 
tionally demanding role, clashing with 
Brolin’s cold and pragmatic leader, who 
believes the means always justify an end 
that is favourable to US interests. 

Johann Johannsson's atmospheric 
soundtrack pants and growls like a caged 
beast, creating a furious tempo that 
Villeneuve matches with flourishes of 
directorial brio.

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A car that’s very easy to love

H ERE is a future piece of British 
automotive history. It’s the first time an Ian 
Callum-designed Jaguar has replaced an 
Ian Callum-designed Jaguar and it marks the next 
step for the car that brought about the most signif¬ 
icant brand revolution of modern times. 

It’s a few millimetres shorter than before, but the 
wheelbase of the new aluminium construction is 
longer. This gives more space for passengers to 
enjoy the high-spec new cabin and, of course, the 
signature Jaguar rotating air vents. 

Jaguar isn’t going to win any prizes for 
originality, having largely just transplanted the 
family face from the XJ and XE straight on to the 
new car. 

It’s sweetly proportioned and carries its bulk 
very well - a neat trick to pull when you can 
balance size and grace, and the XF does it better 
than any of its rivals. 

In dear old Britain, we’re going to be biased on 
the image front. It’s a British car built on these 
shores and, of course, we want to love it. 

The thing is, the product makes itself very easy 


to love, regardless of where you’re from. 

An extra 27mm of headroom for rear 
passengers could be much appreciated by some 
owners, despite the roof’s peak point resting 3mm 
lower than the old XF’s. A 540-litre boot with a 
wider aperture is a winner, beating each of the 
German rivals. 

The obvious black mark against the XF is that 
the interior materials are too nice. They are so nice 
that even taking a coffee into it is taking a risk, so 
if your kids always seem to find a way of making 
liquid messes, think twice or invest in a very good 
upholstery cleaner. 

Buy the 3.0-litre diesel. It’s absolutely immense, 
pulling like a train at the slightest tickle of the 
throttle and recording a laughable l,300rpm at 
70mph for epic long-leggedness (in top gear, 
2,000rpm doesn’t arrive until llOmph). 

Whether you’re on the passive standard suspen¬ 
sion or the adaptive, adjustable setup, the XF 
shows mighty composure through corners and 
rides well on the 20-inch wheels fitted to the 
test cars. 

You can’t escape the outright weight, despite the 
savings versus the outgoing model. 


It’s too close to call between this and a BMW 
535d without a back-to-back drive. Dynamically, 
the Jag is excellent. 

The eco-friendly 2.0-litre diesel is (much) less 
impressive in terms of performance, but ticks the 
right boxes for running costs. A 104g/km version 
is an eye-opener. It’s just a shame its stop-start is 
so comparatively coarse. 

Depending on whether your heart really desires 
it or not, the Jag could look like excellent value. 

If you do want one, go for it and you won’t 
regret it. If you’re a die-hard BMW, Mercedes or 
Audi follower, you’ll need to get inside to see just 
how far the Jaguar brand has come. 

Prices, on the face of it, are competitive with the 
best of the rest and that 104g/km version will turn 
some heads among company car users. 

Other than the aforementioned business types, 
families will get along famously with the XF. At 
almost five metres long, it’s no nimble town car 
for nipping around with the kids in tow, but it 
could serve perfectly as the family’s “big car”. 

Jag expects a lot of buyers to switch from other 
brands and it’s not hard to see why once you’re in 
and around it.

POCHETTINO HAILS 
ERIKSEN DOUBLE

CHRISTIAN ERIKSEN was hailed by head 
coach Mauricio Pochettino after his fantastic 
free-kick double helped Tottenham Hotspur to 
pick up a 2-2 draw from their trip to Swansea City 
in the Premier League on Sunday. 

Spurs dominated for long spells at the Liberty 
Stadium, but fell behind twice and needed 
Eriksen’s heroics to ensure that they extended 
their unbeaten run in the league to seven matches. 

The 2 3-year-old Danish international had not 
previously scored this season following a spell on 
the sidelines through injury, but he put that right 
in spectacular fashion over the weekend by curl¬ 
ing two free-kicks into the net. 

“Christian is a very important player for us,” 
Pochettino said. “If you give him chances to 
shoot he can have an impact on the game. 

“He is one of the best at dead-ball situations, it is 
hard to say he is the best but he is one of the best. 
He has natural ability, but he also spends time 
working on it. They were great free-kicks, he has 
quality when he shoots and delivers a free-kick. 

“We have maybe dropped two points. We are 
disappointed with the result, but not the perfor¬ 
mance or effort. We were a bit unlucky, you need 
luck in football to win the game, and we played 
better than Swansea. 

“We created a lot of chances, completely dom¬ 
inated the game but that’s football and we need 
to accept it. We have to be proud of our players 
because the effort was brilliant, and to perform 
like that three days after playing Monaco was 
fantastic. We’re ambitious and want to win all our 
games and, when we have the opportunities, we 
need to have more of a killer instinct.” 

And Eriksen explained his mindset as he was 
stepping up to take the two free-kicks which 
ended up in the net. 

“For the first one I knew the keeper would either 
stay where he was or go behind the wall,” he said. 
“When I went to the ball I saw he took a step to 


his right so I guessed for the far post. I think it 
was almost in the middle of the goal when it went 
in, but the keeper went so far behind the wall, 
luckily for me. 

“The second one was a bit wider, a bit more dif¬ 
ficult. If it’s going to the shorter corner of the 


goal it has to be really hard, hit with a lot of pace, 
so I went for the far post again - and luckily it 
went in. 

“I have my rituals and my way of knowing where 
the ball has to go. I know with the confidence I 
have that the ball can go well, and if it hits the tar¬ 


get then it’s either a save or a goal, so I’m going 
for it. 

“It was an open game with lots of chances and 
we were a bit unlucky. We haven’t lost many 
games, we know we can come back if we’re down 
and we just have to keep playing our football.” 


Late leveller denies Borough a notable win 


HARINGEY BOROUGH came 
agonisingly close to securing a 
notable triumph at Folkestone Invicta 
in the preliminary round of the FA 
Trophy on Saturday before a late 
equaliser forced them to settle for a 
1-1 draw.

The result saw Borough maintain 
their improved form, which had 
continued on Tuesday last week 
with a 0-0 draw at Harlow Town in 
Ryman Division One North.
